REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

* 

OF  THE 

YORKSHIRE  PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY 

FOR  1956. 


1956  has  been  in  detail  a  successful  year  for  the  Society  in  many  ways. 
There  have  been  notable  acquisitions,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  visitors, 
and  a  good  deal  of  improvement,  both  inside  the  Museum  and  in  the  Gardens. 
But  all  this  is  of  minor  importance  to  two  major  facts,  an  excess  of  expenditure 
over  income  of  £2,190,  and  a  continued  shortage  of  staff  that  makes  any  real 
progress  impossible.  It  is  only  against  this  sombre  background  that  incidental 
and  apparent  improvements  can  be  seen  in  proper  perspective. 

In  June  the  National  Numismatic  Congress  met  in  the  Museum,  and  the 
Society  maintained  the  tradition  of  the  last  few  years  of  sponsoring  at  least 
one  congress  a  year  in  York.  During  the  year  an  invitation  from  the  City  to 
the  British  Association  to  hold  their  1959  meeting  in  York  has  been  accepted, 
and  the  Society  looks  forward  to  the  British  Association’s  return  to  its  birth¬ 
place. 

There  has  been  an  increased  number  of  visitors  to  the  Museum.  The 
number  of  visitors  is  now  more  than  seven  times  the  1939  figure. 

A  marked  improvement  in  the  Gardens  has  been  the  resurfacing  of  the 
main  paths,  and  the  new  seats  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Huffam.  The  Roman  interval 
bastion  excavated  in  front  of  St.  Leonard’s  Hospital  provides  a  new  object  of 
interest. 

Inside  the  Museum  a  grant  of  £350  from  the  Carnegie  Trustees  has  made 
it  possible  to  adapt  the  old  geological  gallery  to  exhibit  the  more  important 
objects  from  our  Roman  collections,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  room  will  be 
completed  before  the  end  of  1957. 

A  notable  addition  to  the  Roman  collections  has  been  the  Roman  Coffin 
with  an  inscription  to  Julia  Victorina,  discovered  in  the  Castle  Yard.  The 
Society’s  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  L.  P.  Wenham  and  Mr.  H.  Ramm  for  their 
prompt  action  during  the  Keeper’s  absence,  and  to  the  City  Engineer  for  his 
assistance. 

The  Society  has  sold  a  Jain  sculpture  which  had  no  place  in  our  collection 
to  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum  for  £400,  which  has  been  earmarked  for 
acquisitions. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  Miss  C.  Rob,  F.L.S.  and  Mr.  Arthur 
Smith  for  their  help  with  the  botanical  and  entomological  collections  respec¬ 
tively. 

The  Society  acknowledges  with  gratitude  a  legacy  of  £4,000  from  the  late 
Mr.  Frederick  Wright  and  £300  from  the  late  Mr.  H.  I.  Waller. 

The  Council  also  thank  those  members  who  subscribed  to  the  Edward  Hall 
presentation  fund.  A  gold  watch,  suitably  inscribed,  has  been  presented  to 
him  in  recognition  of  45  years’  unstinted  service  to  the  Society. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Council  and  the  Keeper  of  the  Museum  attended  the 
Museums  Association  Annual  Conference  in  Amsterdam,  and  the  Keeper 
attended  the  International  Council  of  Museums  Conference  in  Switzerland. 
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During  the  year  the  Midland  Bank  Executor  and  Trustee  Company 
Limited  has  been  appointed  Trustee  of  the  Society’s  estate. 

The  Society  played  its  part  in  the  International  Museums  Week  to  popula¬ 
rise  museums,  with  an  exhibition  in  a  shop  window  in  Lendal.  The  thanks 
of  the  Society  are  due  to  Messrs.  W.  W.  Rowntree  &  Sons  Ltd.,  for  all  the  help 
and  assistance  they  so  readily  gave.

Meteorology. — Statistics  of  Stations:  Longitude  1°  5'  W. ;  Latitude  53°  57' 
N. ;  height  above  mean  sea  level  56  feet. 

Rainfall.  Rain  or  snow  fell  to  the  amount  of  27.45  inches  as  against 
19.38  inches  for  the  year  1955,  an  increase  of  8.07  inches  and  2.84  inches  above 
the  average  of  24. 6i  inches  for  the  preceding  50  years.  The  wettest  months 
were  August,  6.15  inches,  and  January,  4.11  inches.  The  driest  months  were 
November,  0.65  inches  and  May,  0.91  inches.  The  heaviest  fall  of  the  year 
occurred  on  1st  August  when  1.10  inches  were  recorded. 

Temperature.  Temperature  ranged  from  76°F.  on  25th  June  and  8th 
July,  to  14°F.  on  2nd  February;  the  range  of  temperature  for  1956  being  62°F., 
against  68°F.  for  1955.  The  mean  temperature  for  the  year  (mean  of  max. 
and  min.)  was  48.3°F.,  as  against  49.2CF.  for  1955.  July,  60.5°F.  and  September 
58.1°F.,  gave  the  highest  means,  and  February  and  January  were  the  lowest 
with  32.7°F.  and  38.1°F.  respectively. 

Barometer.  A  mean  pressure  of  1016.2  millibars  (30.01  inches)  (1000 
millibars=:29.53  inches  of  mercury  at  M.S.L.  (corrected  for  diurnal  variations)) 
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has  been  recorded  as  against  1015.1  millibars  (29.98  inches)  for  1955.  February 
gave  the  highest  mean  with  1025.7  millibars  (30.29  inches)  and  August  the 
lowest  with  1007.9  millibars  (29.76  inches).  The  highest  reading  of  the  baro¬ 
meter  of  1039.7  millibars  (30.70  inches)  was  taken  on  3rd  February,  and  the 
lowest  972.9  millibars  (28.73  inches)  on  10th  January.  The  extreme  range 
was  therefore  66.8  millibars  (1.97  inches)  as  compared  with  60.7  millibars 
(1.79  inches)  in  1955.  All  readings  corrected  to  M.S.L. 

Winds.  Observations  of  winds  at  9  a.m.,  G.M.T.,  show  that  during  1956 
“strong”  winds  (force  4-8  Beaufort  Scale)  were  recorded  on  68  days  as  against 
62  days  in  1955.  The  winds  observed  were  N.W.  68;  S.W.  67;  W.  65;  S.  41; 
S.E.  41;  N.E.  33;  N.  32;  E.  19. 

Thunder,  Snow  and  Hail.  Thunder  was  heard  on  19  days  as  against  8 
days  in  1955;  snow  or  sleet  fell  on  27  days  as  against  31  days,  and  hail  was 
recorded  on  5  days,  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Sunshine.  Sunshine,  recorded  .at  Bootham  School,  amounted  to  1346.3 
hours  as  against  1610.7  hours  in  1955,  a  decrease  of  264.4  hours.
